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Continuation of 5. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are deemed unpersuasive. Applicant states that there is no 
basis for combining the Velenyi and the Sawyer references and that there is no reasonable expectation of success in utilizing the catalyst 
of Velenyi. Both references, however, suggest or disclose the components of the catalyst composition used in the process of the instant 
application. Applicant also argues that the catalyst composition disclosed in the application produces unexpected results and applicant 
cites Example 5. The applicant, however, fails to point out unexpected results as compared to the applied references, Velenyi and 
Sawyer. Therefore the Examiner maintains that the disclosure of the applicant is obvious in view of the applied prior art.
